FLIGHT IN FRANCE 


Test Said to Prove Practicability 
of Method as Guide in 
Night Flying. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 24.—A French Gov- 
ernment airplane today completed a 
flight from the Saint Assisses wire- 
less station to Tours and return, a 
distance of about 250 miles. The 
pilot got his directions only by wire- 
less. The indications were received 
on an apparatus called the radio 
goniometer, which showed the air- 
plane’s position with relation to the 
wireless station. This device enabled 
the pilot to make the journey with 
an error of only 3 per cent in direc- 
tion on the outward flight and with 
entire accuracy on the return. 

The test was announced as satis- 
factorily proving the practibility of 
such a method for night flying.

gade” during the Kapp putsch of 
1920. She was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment. 

The Princess, who observed her 
twenty-ninth birthday in jail last 
Saturday while awaiting trial, gave 
refuge to Capt. Ehrhardt before his 
arrest last December. As Ehrhardt 
is accused of high treason for his 
part in the Kapp putsch, the charge 
of complicity against the Princess 
was based on her act in giving him 
domicile. 

The perjury charge arose from her | 
denial that she knew the former 
naval commander when, it was 
shown in court, he was at that time 
living in her home near Munich.

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SCHWAB SAYS HE 
ADVISED $750,000 
LOAN’ TO. MORSE 


Ex-Head of Fleet Corpora- 
tion Asserts Government 
“Should Have Been Will- 
ing to Take Risk.”’ 


URGED HIM TO CURB 
SONS’ ACTIVITIES 


Testifies He Did Not Believe 
Defendant Was Intention- 
al by Delaying Work, but 
Yards Ranked Low. 


By the Assoctated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—Charles 
M. Schwab, who served during the 
war as head of the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation, appeared in court here 
today as a witness for the defense 
in the trial of Charles W. Morse and 
others, charged with conspiracy in 
connection with war-time shipbulld- 
ing. 

He had been mentioned in pre- 
vious defense testimony as express- 
ing a high opinion of the Morse 
Plant at Alexandria, Va., the effi- 
clency of which had been questioned 
ty the Government. He came to 
Washington from his home in Lo- 
retto, Pa., after a week-end confer- 
ence with Morse’s counsel. 

Schwab told of the need of ship 
yards and the pressing needs for 
ships of all types in April, 1919. 
He said he visited all the yards in 
the country, offering encourage- 
ment to the workers and implanting 
morale and inspiration. 

“Did you know Charles W. 
Morse?’’ asked Attorney Nash og

“Yes, pe} 
years.”’ 

“Did you know of the ships he 
was building for the Government?” 

“Yes. But I did not know the 
details of the contract. They were 
left to Mr. Charles Piez, general 
manager of the fleet corporation.” 


Urged Loan of $750,000. 


The witness told of a visit to the 
Alexandria plant of the Virginia 
Ship Building Corporation, at which 
the question of a $750,000 loan to the 
Morses came up, and. said he urged 
Piez to grant it. 

The Government, he explained, 
should have been willing to take a 
risk when the matter of ships was 
so vital. The plant was in excellent 
condition, he said, well constructed, 
well designed and “first-class in ev- 
ery particular.’’ He estimated it had 
cest him $1,500,000 to $2,000,000. 

Detailing a conversation with 
Morse and his three sons, in which 
he urged more speed in shipbuild- 
ing, Schwab said he recommended 
“with considerable force” that 
Charles W. Morse curtail the activ- 
ities of his sons in the business. 

“In all my experience,” he said, 
“T have never found it wise to have 
my relatives in my _ business. I 
would never have any of them. I 
told Charles W. Morse he was mak- 
ing a mistake from the standpoint 
of efficiency in having his sons in 
there.”’ 

“What did the Morses say?” 

“They did not agree. Like most 
rich men's sons, they would not 
work like I would have people work 
for me.” 

Schwab said Piez and others were 
opposed to the loan to the Morses, 
but that he took the position that 
such a matter should not be al- 
lowed to interfere with the vital 
wartime needs of the ship building 
program. He instructed his assist- 
ants, however, he said, to get the 
best possible protection for the Gov- 
ernment. 

“Did the Morses intentionally de- 
lay the building of ships?"’ asked 
Rockwood. 


No Intentional ys. 


“Certainly not,’ the witness re- 
plied. ‘I believe the Morses and all 
other ship builders did their best to 
fulfill their contracts.” 

The witnesses identified two letters 
written to the Morses in which he 
complained that their yards were 
very low in the scale of plants turn- 
ing out shipsg_and said he called 
them into conference to impress 
upon them the need of a better 
showing. 

Asked if the conferences had cor- 
rected the situation, the witness re- 
plied: 

‘Well, I should not say ‘correct- 
ed.’ If conferences were all that 
were needed to correct such things, 
we would have had no _ trouble 
building ships.”

not'the only ones low on the scale. 
Others, he said, which made poor 
showings, were promptly notified. 

Réferring to the salarics of 
Morse’s sons, the witness said he 
recommended that they be cut 80 
per cent and that Morse agreed, “as 
an example of patriotism.”

MAN, 63, AND WIFE, 61, FIGHT 
UNTIL: BOT-ARE KILLED 


Stiletto, Ax and Revolver Used in 
Battle by Light of Wick in Glass 
of Olive Oil.

NEW YORK, July 24.—Fighting 
with stiletto, ax and revolver by the 
light of a flickering wick in a glass 
of olive oil in an East Side tenement, 
Anthony Giordano, 63, and his wife, 
Theresa, 61, today inflicted fatal 
wounds on each other.

The body 
of the husband lay about five feet 
from the bed, the throat cut.

Fines Two Men for Violating Statc 


Statute, Then HRevokes Penalty 

on Payment of Costa. 

Judge Miller in the Court of Criml- 
nal Correction today declared the- 
State law covering the sale of “near 
beer” without a label was “too se- 
vere.” and, after fining two men on 

a charge of violating the statute, re- 
voked the fine and ordered them 
freed on payment of costs. 

The defendants, Gus Dedoto of 
5961 Washington boulevard, proprie.- 
ter of a saloon at Garrison avenue 

and Washington boulevard, and hi« 
bartender, Lonnie B. Carter: 3408 
Lindell boulevard, testified that the 
bottles sold had had labels, but that 
in icing them the labels had been 
washed off. They admitted selling 
the beverage without first sticking 
wet labels back on t bottles. 

The statute, passed by the last 
Legislature, provides that beverage 
sold as “near beer.” must be “o*- 
fered for sale in the original hottle. 
keg Or barrel,” and must bear “the 
original label and full name of the 
brewer or manufacturer thereof, 
upon the label on the side, and upon 
the cap, or cork; of such bottles, and 
ends of such kegs or barrels.” The 


‘penalty for violation is a fine of $200 


to $1000 or imprisonment for 30 days 
to one year.

This was the only definite in- 
formtion that was obtainable after 
the meeting of the cabinet ministers.

The question of enforcing prohibi- 
tion laws came up recently in the 
Legislatures of 14 Central States, and 
action was taken as follows in 11 of 
them: 

Illinois — Two “dry” bills were 
passed. One provides for a fund 
for enforcement of prohibition 
drawn from fines collected for viola- 
tions of the law, prosecuted by the 
State's Attorneys and the Attorney- 
General. This bill will relieve tax- 
payers of the burden of enforcement, 
and, it is believed, create a surplus. 

The other makes the man who 
selis poison liquor which causes 
death punishable the same as if he 
committed murder. 

Indiana Tightens Up Enforcement. 

Indiana. — Four bills, two of 
which amended laws already in 
force, having to do with strengthen- 
ing of the State prohibition law, 
were passed by the Indiana General 
Assembly and have been signed by 
Gov. McCray. 

The bills provide that persons 
operating vehicles while under the 
influence of liquor are guilty of a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine 
not exceeding $500, to which shall 
be added a jail sentence of from 10 
days to six months. Persons convict- 
ed a second time are guilty of felony, 
punishable with a jail sentence of 
from one to five years. 

It is unlawful to have in posses- 
sion or under control any still for 
manufacturing intoxicating liquor in 
violation of the laws of the State. 
Persons caught so doing are guilty 
of felony, punishable by from one to 


‘five years imprisonment and a fine 


ranging from $100 to $1000. Posses- 
sion of any still or distilling appara- 
tus not registered according to the 
provisions of the laws of the United 
States shall be prima facie evidence 
that such possession was for the 
purpose of manufacturing intoxicat- 
ing liquor. , 

Anyone transporting liquor in any 
vehicles, or by water, or aircraft, 
shall be guilty of a felony, punish- 
able by from one to two years’ im- 
prisonment and a fine not to exceed 
$1000. 

A fine ranging from $100 to $500 
and 30 days to six months’ imprison- 
ment is provided for the first con- 
viction on charge of giving away, 
selling, bartering, etc., of intoxicat- 
ing liquor. Second offense punish- 
able by imprisonment of from one 
to two years and $200 to $1000 fine. 

Seven New Laws in Iowa. 
lowa—Seven new prohibition laws 
were enacted by the Legislature, 
which adjourned April 27. A sum- 
mary follows: 

Bills defining the sale of liquor 
that causes death as manslaughter; 
declaring illegal the possession of 
materials with which to make liquor; 
extending search and seizure laws 
to cover these materials; making the 
driving of a motor car while intoxi- 
cated subject to a penalty of $1000 
fine or one year in prison; applying

Lor of furnishing liquor to a minor; 
| providing for the confiscation of

used to transport liquor, 
and defining any persons twice con-

The last Legislature put an “anti- 
moonshine” law on the statute 


books. This provides a penalty of six 


months in jail and a fine up to $500 
for any one found guilty of having 
a still ih his possession. 


Minnesota Laws Most Praatic. 


Minnesota——-With the passage of 
amendments by the 1923 Legislature 
to prohibition laws in effect, Minne- 
eota has the most drastic pronibi- 
tion laws of any state in the Union. 

Inder the provisions of the new 
laws it ie illegal to possess a for- 
mula, recipe or directions which are 
designed for use, or used for. or in 
connection with the manufacture of 
intoxicating liquor. The law explains 
that [t is also illegal to possess any 


apparatus, implements, machine or 
‘device, jugs and other containers, 


used in the manufacture or storing 
of liquor. 

It further provides that the de- 
struction of any apparatus. imple- 


‘ment or machine, any recipe, for- 
liberals had |mula or directions, or any contain- 
er. is prima facie

It does not affect soft drink 
establishments or manufacturers of 
proprietary medicines, operating un- 
der Government permits. 

The measure carries drastic pro- 
visions for the punishment of per 
scns apprehended while transporting 
liquor, and makes it a felony pun* 
ishable by a sentence to the State 
penitentiary for anyone to manufac’ 
ture, sell or give away “moonshine, 
hootch, or corn whisky,” that causes 
loss of life or sight. or is the 
of maiming an imbiber of the liquor. 
Physicians are not permitted, under 
the provisions of the bill, to charge 
more for Mquor prescriptions thai 
for other prescriptions.

Nebraska — Nebraska enacted 
two laws on prohibition.

The other maké«s 
it prima facie evidence of guilt wher 
any person has illicit liquor in <a 
private dwelling, or when he breaks 
bottles or containers or throws thent 
away or pours out the contents wher.

North Dakota — North Dako- 
ta’s recent Legislature wrote into 
the statutes virtually all the. provi-x 
sions of the Federal prohibition em 
forcement laws. It also adopted a 
law permitting each physician in the 
State to have five gallons of iquor 
a year for prescription use.

Plan Is to Establish Federal Re- 
serve System Patterned On 
That of VU.
